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AMENDMENTS TO THE DRAWINGS 

Fifteen (15) sheets of replacement drawings are submitted with this Amendment. The 
changes are made to make the drawings consistent with the specification and with one another. 
Red-line copies of the revised drawings are provided as an attachment to this Amendment. 

• Sheet 3, Figure 4 - a leader line has been added from reference numeral 84. 

• Sheet 4, Figure 1 1 - 

o Reference numeral 158 has been changed to 168 to make the drawing consistent 

with paragraphs [0076] and [0077] of the specification, 
o Leader lines extending from reference numeral 88 have been shortened to make 

the drawing consistent with Figure 4 as to the location of bottom wall 88. 

• Sheet 5, Figure 10 - 

o Reference numeral 68 has been changed to 62 to make the drawing consistent 

with Figure 2 as to the location of heel end 62. 
o Reference numeral 152 has been added to make the drawing consistent with the 

specification. The numeral 152 was referenced in paragraph [0076] but was not 

previously shown in the drawings, 
o Reference numeral 88 and the associated leader line have been removed to make 

the drawing consistent with Figure 4 as to the location of bottom wall 88. 

• Sheet 6, Figure 12 - Reference numeral 102 has been changed to 202 to make the 
drawing consistent with paragraph [0082] of the specification and with Figure 4. 
Reference numeral 102 is a notch, as shown in Figure 4. 
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• Sheet 7, Figure 13 - Reference numerals 180, 204 and 210 have been deleted. Reference 
numeral 180 is referred to as a blade in paragraph [0078] and a blade is not shown in 
Figure 13. The deleted reference numeral 204 is redundant. Reference numeral 210 is 
referred to as an end of a blade in paragraph [0086] and a blade is not shown in Figure 
13. The specification has been amended in a corresponding manner to eliminate 
reference to numeral 210. 

• Sheet 7, Figure 14 - 

o Reference numeral 1 84 and 206 have been deleted. Reference numeral 184 is 
redundant. Reference numeral 206 is shown in Figure 13 as a flat surface 
extending over the recess 208. Figure 14 erroneously suggests that the lock 
element 206 does not extend over the blade 180. 

o Reference numeral 158 has been changed to 160 in view of paragraph [0077]. 

• Sheet 8, Figure 16 - 

o The locations of reference numeral 84 and the associated leader line have been 
changed to make this drawing consistent with Figure 4 as to the position of the 
side wall 84. 

o The leader line associated with reference numeral 218 has been changed to make 
this drawing consistent with paragraphs [0087] and [0088] of the specification. 

• Sheet 9, Figure 18 - The leader line associated with reference numeral 66 has been 
changed to make this drawing consistent with Figure 2 as to the position of the slot 66. 

• Sheet 10, Figure 20 - 
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o The drawing has been amended to show a missing structural detail. Figure 19 
shows that the rail 82 includes a bottom wall positioned below the slot 66. Figure 
20 has been revised to show this aspect of the rail 82. 

o The leader line extending from the rail 82 has been revised in view of the added 
structural detail. 

• Sheet 11, Figure 23- 

o The reference numeral 264 and the associated leader line have been deleted. 

Figure 24 and paragraphs [0095] and [0096] indicate that the aperture 264 is not 

visible in the view provided in Figure 23. 
o The reference numeral 260 and an associated leader line have been added. 

• Sheet 11, Figure 24- 

o The leader line extending from reference numeral 254 has been changed in view 

of the description in paragraphs [0095] and [0096]. Reference numeral 254 is a 

pin and not an aperture, 
o The leader line extending from reference numeral 50 has been changed in view of 

Figures 1 and 16. Reference numeral 50 is a blade and not the pin 254. 
o The leader line extending from reference numeral 260 has been changed in view 

of the description in paragraphs [0095] and [0096]. Reference numeral 260 is a 

strap member and not an aperture. 

• Sheet 12, Figure 25 - Reference numeral 220 has been deleted. The numeral 220 is an 
aperture shown in Figure 15. 

• Sheet 13, Figure 27 - 
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o Reference numeral 300 and an associated leader line has been added. The 

numeral 300 was referenced in paragraph [0099] but was not previously shown in 
the drawings. 

o The leader line extending from reference numeral 82 has been shortened. The 
leader line previously appeared to point "over" the structure that is the rail 82. 

• Sheet 14, Figure 29 - Reference numeral 350' and an associated leader line has been 
added. The numeral 350' was referenced in paragraph [0110] but was not previously 
shown in the drawings. 

• Sheet 15, Figure 32- 

o One of the instances of the reference numeral 376 has been changed to 375. The 
numeral 376 was used in the specification for two different structures. See 
paragraph [0112]. The specification has been amended similarly to change 376 as 
used in connection with the end of the pin 374 to 375. 

o The leader line extending from 375 has been changed to dashed line since the end 
375 is hidden in Figure 32. 

o One of the instances of the reference numeral 378 has been changed to 379. The 
numeral 378 was used in the specification for two different structures. See 
paragraph [0112]. The specification has been amended similarly to change 378 as 
used in connection with the nut to 379. 

• Sheet 18, Figure 37 - The reference numeral 450 and the associated leader line have been 
deleted. The reference numeral 450 is not set forth in the specification. 

• Sheet 18, Figure 38- 
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o The reference numeral 455 has been changed to 465 in view of the description in 
paragraph [0116]. 

o One instance of the reference numeral 464 and the associated leader line have 
been deleted because that instance does not point to a yoke 464 as set forth in 
specification at paragraph [0116]. 
• Sheet 20, Figure 41 - Reference numeral 82 has been changed to 488 in view of the 
disclosure at paragraph [0125]. 
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REMARKS 

After entry of this Amendment, claims 60, 69 and 70 are pending in the 
application. Claim 60 has been amended, but still reads on the elected species shown in Figure 
25. Claims 18, 21, 61 - 62, 66, and 68 have been cancelled. Claims 69 and 70 have been added. 
Reconsideration of the application as amended is requested. 

Amendments have been made to the specification to correct minor errors related 
to reference numerals and misapplied terminology. Amendments have been made to the 
drawings to correct minor errors related to reference numerals and leader lines. One amendment 
to the drawings relates to a structural detail. Figure 20 has been revised to show the bottom wall of 
the rail 82 positioned below the slot 66; this aspect of the rail 82 is shown in Figure 19. Thus, this 
amendment makes Figures 19 and 20 consistent with one another. 

Claim 60 has been amended to recite a heel strap formed of elastic material for 
maintaining the skate guard on the blade, wherein the heel strap includes a portion receivable in 
one of said apertures such that either one of the wheel assemblies or the heel strap is receivable 
in any one of the plurality of apertures. It is submitted than none of the prior art references of 
record teach or suggest the invention now recited in claim 60. Schutz, U.S. Pat. No. 4,603,868, 
does not teach or suggest a heel strap and thus does not teach or suggest a wheel assembly and a 
heel strap engageable with the same aperture defined in the blade guard. Fowlkes, U.S. Pat. No. 
3,583,720, does not teach or suggest a wheel assembly and thus does not teach or suggest a 
wheel assembly and a heel strap engageable with the same aperture defined in the blade guard. 
DiGregorio, U.S. Pat. No. 6,032,962, does not teach or suggest a heel strap or a balde guard and 
thus does not teach or suggest a wheel assembly and a heel strap engageable with the same 
aperture defined in the blade guard. Kasssal, U.S. Pat. No. 5,290,065, does not teach or suggest 
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a wheel assembly mountable to a blade guard and thus does not teach or suggest a wheel 

assembly and a heel strap engageable with the same aperture defined in the blade guard. 

Bensette, U.S. Pat. No. 4,324,408, discloses roller skate wheels 7 and a band 11 engageable to 

different structures of a casing 12. Wietzner, U.S. Pat. No. 3,292,940, does not teach or suggest 

a heel strap and thus does not teach or suggest a wheel assembly and a heel strap engageable 

with the same aperture defined in the blade guard. Yates, U.S. Pat. No. 250,319, does not teach 

or suggest a heel strap and thus does not teach or suggest a wheel assembly and a heel strap 

engageable with the same aperture defined in the blade guard. 

It is submitted that the amendments have antecedent basis in the application as 

filed and that the amendments do not add new matter to the application. It is further submitted 

that the amendments place the claims of the application in suitable condition for allowance;
